Wipe off all road film off the 
exposed threads and coat lightly with the 
polish. This will not only keep them clean and 
rust-free, but also tends to keep them from 
vibrating loose. When ‘the time comes to 
remove them, the polish comes off like the 
shell on a peanut.

Fitting reed valves to a 2-stroke engine 
allow use of a large carburetor and can 
improve power but can also restrict fuel 
flow. To avoid engine damage, reeds 
should be changed at least every six 
running hours, lest the vanes break loose 
and enter the crankcase.

It is rumored that the view from the 
lofty span is breathtaking, but no pro- 
visions have been made for a vehicle to 
stop while crossing and no foot traffic 
will be permitted. 

If any cyclists feel the same way about 
the old vessels as we do and want to 
have one last ride before they pass into 
oblivion, come down Interstate 5andturn 
off at the sign that points to San Diego 
Airport, As you come to the old Pacific 
Highway turn South and within a few 
minutes you will see the big arched 
sign, ‘“CORONADO FERRY” and you

Once in Coronado, you may turn around 
and come back, if you wish, but we 
recommend that you tour the quiet streets 
of the little Navy retirement town and 
maybe see the grounds of the famous old 
Hotel Del Coronado which first opened 
its doors in 1888 as one of the most 
fabulous ahd modern resort hotels of the 
day. No less a personage than Thomas 
A. Edison himself, supervised the in- 
stallation of the incadescent lighting in 
the hotel, The electric generating plant 
of the hotel was so great that it supplied 
electricity for the entire city of Coro- 
nado for quite a while. Then you may 
continue south along the famous Silver 
Strand. There you will see the U.S, Navy 
Amphibious Base where the Pueblo in- 
vestigation was held. You will see an 
authentic Vietnamese village built along

96 Miles of Hard Trailing 


John Young Wins 3rd Annual Lonesome Pine 100 Mile Enduro 


By John Wyckoff 


ABINGDON, VA. April 20, 1969 — Some 
two hundred and fifty-five riders en- 
tered the 3rd Annual Lonesome Pine 100- 
mile National Enduro from as far away 
as North Dakota, Kansas, Florida and 
Rhode Island. First man out departed at 
9:01 a.m. The exact length of the run 
was 96.2 miles. Officials said that be- 
cause of the rain the previous week (it 
has rained for six of the seven days just 
past), that it would be impossible for any 
rider to zero all check points. 

The race starts down a steep embank- 
ment, through a swamp, across several 
streams, through another swamp, up 
over a large sand hill and onto the road. 
It was apparent at the onset that very 
few riders would even finish this race, 
Few in fact did. 

After this, the course had some roads, 
some woods, some very steep hills. 
Elevation changed from 600 ft. to 5,800 
ft. At the lower levels it was cold and 
damp in the morning. When they got to 
the section of the steep hills it was still 
cold and damp, At the 500 ft, altitude the 
mountains were covered with snow, which 
is unusual for this late in the season and 
the trees sparkled with snow and ice. 

They came down off thefirst mountain, 
into one of the valleys. By this time the 
sky had cleared, the sun came out and 
the temperature started to shoot up, 
from about 40 degrees to 70 degrees, 

More woods, more swamps, more hills 


and valleys, finally to the last spectator - 


points, which consisted of three storm 
tunnels that crossed underneath the high- 
way. The riders had to come through the 
tunnels, being careful to select the cen- 
ter one, At the end of the tunnel there 
was a small ladder that they had tocross, 
then through a rather deep stream strewn 
with rocks, up an embankment, through 
waist-deep sawdust left over from an old 
mill, and back onto the road. 

The only problem that seemed to be 
universal was the complaint about num- 
ber 3 check point. Seems that the woods 
shortly before #3 check were almost 
impenetrable., Many riders attempted to 
circumvent this problem, by riding 
around the woods. But when they went to 
pick up the markers again on the other 
side, they picked up the wrong set of

arrows. The two sections of the course 
are about 1/10th of a mile apart. They 
ended up going straight to check point 4 
missing check 3, Those who did circle 
back and pick it up were late. 

They say there is hardly a flat place 
in this section of Virginia. I’ve walked 
over a good deal of it today, and I can 
assure you those who say it speak true, 
This was not a course for the faint of 
heart. Three ladies entered the race in 
the powder puff section. Two of them 
made it to the second check point and 
then dropped out. Even this attests to 
their abilities and stamina as quiteafew 
of the men had dropped out by the end of 
the first check, 

A few comments about the promoting 
Bristol Twins M.C.: this club worked 
very hard on the race. It was efficiently 
handled, well organized, gave the spec- 
tators something to see and the riders a 
real challenge (although there was con- 
siderable griping and grumbling, parti- 
cularly by riders who missed check 
points), It was a good run, every sort of 
challenge imaginable was thrown up. 

The spectators were able to join in, 
pulling riders out of the mud, out of the 
sand piles and out of the streams, A good 
time seemed to be had by all. The scores 
were handled efficiently and with agreat 
deal of finesse, The Bristol M,C. made 
an enduro that the riders will not soon 
forget.

How | Went To Europe, 


Raced Motocross And 


Grew In Understanding 
By Ruse Darnell 


Dear Mr. Clayton, 

This letter is to let everyone know 
what we have been doing here in Europe 
since we first arrived in England on the 
27th of January. I contacted Dave Bick- 
ers in Ipswich, about 70 miles north of 
London, He invited us to stay with him 
and his wife while we were in England, 
We then went by train to Ipswich, 

We stayed with Dave and his wife, 
Sylvia for about five weeks, I worked 
with Dave at his father’s garage every 
day, and my wife and I often went to 
London to sight-see, I rode five times

while we were in England, three trials, 
and two motocrosses, I have come to the 
conclusion that trials riding is much 
more dangerous than motorcross! Some 
of the obstacles we traversed (or at- 
tempted to travers) were flat unbeliev- 
able! 

At one event that was in snow and ice 
in a part-time blizzard I cleared acom- 
plete section up toa steep hill that was 
the exit, I had a very good runat the hill 
in second gear, and as I cleared the top 
with the front wheel, I shut off to coast 
over the last few feet, As soon as I shut 


off, the bike I was on (a Greeves TFS 
borrowed for the day from Dave’s shop), 
went backwards down the hill. As I 
plummeted down the frozen hill, closely 
followed by my faithful Greeves, I 
grabbed at passing bushes, clawed atthe 
ground, and alternately yelled obsceni- 
ties at the English score keepers. None 
of this slowed me down and I finally 
crashed, screaming, through the bram- 
ble patch located conveniently at the 
bottom of the hill, The course markers 
shook their heads and gave me a “‘five‘‘. 
The Greeves trials machine is very 
tough so it did not suffer, I came out of 


‘it with a few surface punctures, and 


some scratches on my new Daytona 
helmet, 

I won the amateur class in one of the 
trials, much to my surprise, At the two 
motocrosses, one at Dover, and one at 
Tilton I got a taste of English scrambles 
and mud. I rode a 400cc Husky for Brian 
Leask at Dover and got a twelfth posi- 
tion as my best for the day. I went to 
Dover with Dave and John Banks, John 
is a great big friendly guy who is very 
well liked in England, Dave won one leg 
of the race at Dover, and Bryan Goss 
won the other. John had trouble all day. 

The next time I raced was at Tilton, 
which was the first round of the British 
Championship, Again I rode the 400 for 
Bryan Leask, Tilton was very grassy, 
and there was snow on the ground. Very 
slick! In the 500 class, I led the race for 
the first lap then Dave Nichol, a BSA 
works rider, passed me when I missed 
a shift.

Downtown L.A.’s Sports Arena hosted close to 132,000 motorcycle, custom car, 
and dune buggy buffs during the four day Cycle World, Tridents Car Club, and Dune 
Buggy Magazine show. 

The show opened on Thursday night and promptly doubled previous first night at- 
tendance as 40,000 people came to see what the manufacturers and custom builders 
had to offer. 

They came to see Evel Knievel too, Evel was to make his first jump since the 
unfortunate accident at Caesar’s Palace last year. 

The jumps were successful. Evel came out dressedin white leathers with red and 
blue trim. He didn’t just walk out in front of the crowd though, he hobbled out on a 
gold-handled cane, said a few shy words about how happy he was to be in Los Angeles, 
and with the aid of the cane, got on his American Eagle. 

Evel made the 40 foot jump look easy and those people who had come to see the 
bending of metal had to wait until the little obstacle course was set up for spectators 
to try their trail riding abilities, There were lots of crash and burners on this course. 

Inside the Sports Arena it was all chrome and polish and new paint and plastic. 

The new models were there and lots of people took the opportunity of hopping on 
and getting the feel of all those motorcycles, Salesmen and factory representatives 
were busy explaining why their product was the best in the field, 

The new three-cylinders from BSA, Triumph, and Kawasaki drew a lot of atten- 
tion as did the continuous film in the Honda exhibit which showed their four-cylinder 
going round and round a race course, 

The people went round and round too though there was generally a clot in the flow 
in front of the CZ exhibit. The CZ attraction was unhampered by restraint, 

Rivetts of England showed their line of racing apparel and announced it will be 
distributed by Valerian’s Cycle City. 

Norton Villiers showed a 250cc AJS motocross bike and representatives said it 
and a 370cc model would be available in the U.S. around the first of the year. 

Greeves showed new 250 and 380cc models that they call Griffons. 

Most of the manufacturers seemed to stress their racing machines and off road 
bikes. 

Clymer had a new 100cc, four-speed motocross, along with a tiny side car at- 
tachment for his small bikes, Maico showed a new road racer, and Yankee has a 
Yankee you could actually sit on! Last years Yankee exhibit had their product shown 
in a wooden crate, 

Ital Jet displayed a new motocross bike which will be available in a choice of 
five displacements from 100 to 230cc’s., Bultaco’s new 175cc Campera was there and 
is available now, Van Tech featured new leading link suspension on their 100 and 
250cc machines. 

The classics and antiques were there too, The Vincent Owners Club was there in 
full force with their striking black machines. A BSA single used in the desert by the 
British Army during World War II and restored to original condition with Army paint 
and Army markings caused a lot of comment. Two Excelsiors sat in a corner, look- 
ing for all the world like two halves of a British Racing Green MG-TC. 

The custom bikes made a show of force with lots of new ones in evidence, Ed 
Roth’s ‘‘Mailbox’’ was among the three-wheelers. 

Complaints were almost non-existent; this show was very well organized, the 
booths were well staffed, and questions were knowingly and quickly pet This 
show ts becoming a'must-see eyent for more and nrore péople`each year. - .
